TRACK THAT TRAIN 



On that Thursday afternoon. the Skyrocket Ex- 
press Freight train passed the statioa at Dovers- 
ville. Station Agent Bill Winkers was on the plat- 
form. Next to him was a local farmer, Henry 
Kass. The sun hit the silvery Diesel Locomotive 
pulling a long liae of freight cars. The engineer. 
Paul Bryne, waved a hand at the station agent. 

"Now there's a roan for you," remarked Bill 
Winkers. "Been at the throttle for almost thirty- 
five years. We were at a party together last 
week. Raising funds for a swimming pool for the 
kids.

Farmer 
Henry Kass was doing something he did when he 
was a kid. Counting the freight cars. 

"Thirty-eight, thirty-nine, rorty, and the caboose. 
Must be a fortune in all those cars," he half re- 
marked to himself. "Which reminds me. I have 
to buy a set of electric trains for my nephew. His 
birthday is next week." 

The next station after Doversville was Parker's 
Point, a distance of one hundred and ten miles. 
The S. K. 6c W. R. R. had only one track between 
these two points which was used mainly for 
freight as passenger traffic went on the main 
line. That one hundred and ten miles covered 
desert land, forest, and mountains. There were 
" three rivers that were bridged: 

At eight-thirty that night the freight train 
hadn't reached Parker's Point. Allen Marks was 
station agent and he was worried.

"You have called in the state and federal 
authorities. You have check&l the rivers. Where's 
that freight train? It didn't vanish into thin air. 

And where 
are the two men of the engine crew and the three 
men in the caboose? I have contacted Dr. Ernest 
Scanon. He and his staff specialize in solving 
impossible mysteries.

"We have been getting hundreds of letters 
from people suggestmg how an entire freight 
train can vanjsh. One fellow mentioned that a 
spaceship from Mars lifted it up. Another said 
that the dwarfs from underneath the ground puli- 
«d it down." 

"Not so far fetched as you think," laughed 
Dr. Ernest Scanon. "That missing freight train is 
somewhere between the top and the bottom of 
this earth." 

"But more than all of that," continued. John 
Kuhn, "is the missing engineer. He's my brother- 
in-law, A first rate fellow who has three fine kids. 
My sister is worried to death. Find him and find 
him alive, please." 

For sixty~eight miles th'e Dieset Engine pulled 
the long steet car. Then Bernard Rucket, the 
vibrogater operator pushed a button. It was a 
signal to the engineer to reverse. and go back 
over a section of track. When this had been ac- 
complished he spoke to Or. Ernest Scanon. 

"You can start checking at this point. The 
strains and stresses are relativeiy new." 

The Diesel Engine stopped and Dr. Ernest 
Scanon and the othys left the train. They were 
facing a huge rocky mountain on the left side of 
the track. Back and forward they walked, with 
Dr. Ernest Scanon holding a graph sheet in his 
hand. Suddenly he stopped and examined the 
ground very carefuily. 

"The entire train is probably inside that moun- 
tain. Whoever THEY are, they stopped the train 
and boarded it. Then used a section of track as a 
cut-off right Kere. Leads inside that mountain. 



Ali we have to do is to find the entrance. We stay 
right here. Telegraph back for armed reinforce- 
ments. Get the president of the Railroad to find 
out if they ever tried to dig a tunnel through this 
mountain." 

A hundred wetl armed deputies were outside 
the special railroad car that had brought them 
to the scene. The president of the railroad spoke 
to Dr. Ernest Scanon. 

"In 1935 the S. K. & W. R. R. bought this 
stretch of track from the L P. & T. R. R. In 
1892 they tried to dig a tunnel through this 
mountain! It was to be the longest tunnel on this 
continent. About five miies. They btasted two 
miles of it and then quit. Sealed it up. New 
railroad routes made the continuance of the pro- 
ject economically unsound. I have with me the 
surveyor's map. We can blast open the seal." 

Charges of dynamite were placed in position 
and wires strung along the ground. Suddenly a 
section of rock moved aside and two men with 
their hands up in the air walked up to the armed 
men. 

"We surrender," said one of them. "The train 
is inside the tunnel. What a haul it would have 
been had we gotten away with it. Millions of dal- 
lars of stuff we could have sold abroad. The rest 
of the gang is inside. So is the train crew. They 
aren't hurt. We hadn't decided what to do with 
them." 

The president of the R. R. handed Dr. Ernest 
Scanon a check. 

"We certainly are well satisfied with your work 
in solving this mystery. The leader confessed 
everything. They stopped the Skyrocket Express 
Freight Train with a red light and then at gun 
point took the entire crew prisoners. Ran the 
train up to the side of the tunnel and used an 
extension track to get the train inside the tunnel.
